GOSCHEN THREATENS TO RESIGN. 

It is reported that Mr. Goschen, Chancellor 
ofthe Exchequer, threatens to resign ifthe 
Government relinquishes the proposals to 
compensate publicans whose licenses are can- 
celled. 

TORONTO UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. 

The Marquis of Lorne presided at a mecting 
atthe Mansion House to-day of the Toronto 
University Library Committee.

TRICKED BY TELEPHONE. 

DUBLIN, May 16.—The Freeman s Journal ex- 
ults over a trick that was played upon the 
Conservatives Wednesday while a division 
was impending tu the House of Commons on 
Mr. Russell’s motion to adjourn the debate on 
the Irish agricultural laborers’ bill. It ap- 
pears that when the Conservative whips went 
to the telephones to summon a long list ‘of 
members from the clubs fora hurried divis- 
ion, they found the igstrumentsin pos- 
session of Parnellite members who held 
couversations over the wires with ficti- 
tious friends until the division dell 
rang when, of course, it Was too late forthe 
whips to secure the aid of the missing mem, 
bers. Thestrategem of the Parnellites de- 
feating the Government: o he motion to 
atjouri, Mr, allowed the bill to go to 
second reading without a dt istion. The Daily 
Express (Conservative) says: ‘‘If the defeat 
quickens the activity of the whips and begets 
atruer harmony of action among the Gov- 
ernment’s supporters, it will have proved a 
blessing in disguise. It was the second time 
this session that the Government has been 
surprised and the blunder ts without excuse.’’ 

GLADSTONE AT IPSWICH. 

Mr. Gladstone addressed a Liberal meeting 
at Ipswich last nigbt. In the course of his 
speech he said that his opponents declare 
that the question of self-government for Ire- 
land would not be dealt with until after the 
dissolution ofthe Parliament which will fol- 
low the present one. Perhaps they would 
then berid of him, Mr: Gladstone said, but 
he doubted whether they would be any the 
better off for that, 

THE CLEVELAND STREET SCANDAL. 

Arthur Newton, the solicitor, and Fred Tay- 
lorsen, his clerk, charged with conniving to 
defeat justice by assisting in the escape ofa 
number of persons accused of complicity in 
the Cleveland street scandal, were brought up 
for trial to-day. Newton pleaded guilty to the 
charge. His counsel, Sir Charles Russell, ex- 
plained that his client believed that he was 
acting lu behalf of tie men who were threat- 
ened with blackmall aud he did what de con- 
sidered best fortheir interests. The court 
stated that it would pass sentence on Newton 
on Tuesday. No evidence was produced to 
connect Taylorsen with the charge and he 
was discharged. 


The Dark Continent. 


LONDON, May 16.—France is showing more 
activity in Africa than any other power, not 
excepting Germany. Besides her conquests 
in the Soudan and the war with Dahomey, 
France is taking steps to extend and strength- 
en her interests in Madagascar, where the 
French have had for many years a precarious 
foothold. Much discontent exists in that 
island over the laws recently promulgated by 
the native Government in respect to gold 
mining, which Virtually prohibit foreigners 
from engaging in that industry, and 
the French are demanding that priy- 
ileges equal to those of the natives shal! 
be accorded to the French, whose influence is 
viewed with jealousy bythe reigning govern- 
ment. The natives are required to sell all 


gold they find to the government ata much. 


lower price than foreigners are willing to pay. 
Tne Prime Minister of Madagascar exercises 
almost absolute power, and is pronounced in 
his hostility to foreign interterenee.

LONDON, May 16.—Advices from the China 
Station present a humiliating contrast be- 
tween the Muneuvers ofthe British fleet in 
those waters and the revolutions of the Amer 
ican squadron in the Mediterranean. A court 
of inquiry is sitting at Hong Kong to ascertain 
the causes of the accidents which attended the 
maneuvers. In one instance & torpedo boat 
went full speed ahead, instead of astern, 
owing to some blunder in the eogine - room. 
The consequence was that another boat was 
almost sunk inthe collision. Several other 
boats had narrow escapes from being driven 
on rocks.

A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 


THE NINETEEN DEAD BODEES RECOVERED 
FROM THE ASHLEY MINE. 


Pitiful Spectacles at the Scene of Yester- 
day’s Disaster—Five Men Still Missiog— 
The Bodies Unretcognizabie—Mine Bess 
Allen Dead and Blamed for the Accident 
—A Steamer Ashore. 


WILKESBARRE, Fa., May 16.—The work of 
attempting to rescue the imprisoned ,miners 
at Ashley was interrupted by a heavy rush of 
gas at 3o0’clock this morning. At 7 o'clock it 
was deemed safe to resume the efforts to 
rescue the men. A large party of rescuérs 
entered the slope and commenced work upon 
the cave, beyond where three men where 
found last night. They soon broke through 
and rushed into the chamber beyond where, 
in the semi-darkness, the men stumbled over 
yielding bodies. A close search revealed six 
blackened corpses nearthe opening, none of 
them recogulza bie. Further along at various 
places were found thirteen other bodies, all 
more or less burned, but most of them could 
not be recognized. The sight was so horrible 
that two or three of the rescuers fainted away. 
When the news of the finding of the bodies 
became nolsed about, a scene ensued around 
the month ofthe slope which will never be 
forgotten by those who witnessed it. A strong 
guard of men held back the women who 

PRESSED FORWARD MADLY 
to enter the mine. Half an hour later four 
men appeared bearing a body ona stretcher. 
The women tore away the blanket, but saw 
only blackened and charred remains. Other 
bodies were brought out as fast as possible 
and at noon all but five ot those who were in 
the mine when the oave- in ocourred had been 
found. These bodies were conveyed in am- 
bulances to undertaking rooms and prepared 
for burial. The excitement pervaded every 
part of the town and the streets in the vicinity 
of the Morgue were completely 
blocked with people, many of whom 
came from other towns. The scenes of 


the entire morning in the town have never 
been equaled in the pitiful spectacie pre- 
sented since the great Avondale disaster 
many years ago, when over one hundred 
miners were burned to death. A guard of 
fifty special policemen is necessary to 1 
tue crowd away from the Morgue. At 
o’clock two more bodies had been * 
out and search for others 
WAS GOING ON. 

The body of Michael Henry, known to be 
under an iinmense pile of debris, may not be 
found for several days. John Allen, the us- 
sistant fire boss, who fired the as, is 
this morning in great agony- His face 
and hands were but slightly burned, but he 
inhaled fatal after-damp. Anthony Froyne 
and Robert W. Roberts, the men rescued last 
night, are in a critical condition. It is believed 
that they will aiso die. General Supt. Phillips in 
an interview with an Associated Press report- 
er says: The men lost their lives through 
the negligence of Assistant Mine Boss Allen, 
who insisted on relighting his lamp in the 
presence of large volumes of gas. Had he not 
done so the men now dead could all have been 
rescued alive, as there was a good current of 
air going through the chamber where the men 
= + taken refuge after the cave-in had taken 
place. 


A Steamer Ashore. 


Ker Wer, Fa., May 16.—The steamship 
Oty ol Zlexandria of Ward’s New York, Cuba 
& Mexican Line is ashoreon Florida Reefs, 
seven miles from Olid Tower Lights on the 


Cape Florida entrance to Biscayne Bay. Capt. 
Risk oi the stermship Coral from New York 
arriyed here Wednesday and reported a vessel 
ashore in that vicinity yesterday, and it was 
learned that she was the Alexandria. She 
was froin New York to Havanaand Vera Cruz, 
and had a valuable cargo. Spongers who 
came into this port last night bring the report 
thatthe cargoof the stranded ship is being 
jettisoned,but have no particulars as to the 
cause of the disaster or the probabilities ofthe 
vessel going tu pieces. A large number of 
wrecking vessels have left here for the scene 
of the wreck and willreach the steamer this 
morning. Cape Florida is 100 miles south of 
Jupiter inlet, the nearest telegraph point, 
and about 200 miles from Key West. Thereis 
no regular means of communication and the 
only way of reaching it is by means of a smal! 
sailing craft from Lake Worth. It is sur- 
mised that the Alexandria went ashore in a 
fog, for the coastline is very low there, and 
it is often difficult to distinguish the sand from 
afog bank.

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SHEARING COMMENCED IN SOME SECTIONS 
AxD WOOL BRING MARKETED. 


How Eastern Wool Dealers Become 


- of Customers—Why the Market Has Been 
Depressed—A Cheerful View of the Fat- 
ure—The New Wool an Improvement 
Over the Old. 


Wool has commenced to arrive here in the 
last week or so in larger quantities than dur- 
ing the preceding weeks. but the cold, rainy, 
unseasonable spring has greatly retarded 
shearing all over the country, and the wool 
season has not yet really opened. Ordinarily 
it is pretty well started at this 
time of year, but this season the sheeprraisers 
are naturally opposed to clipping their herds 
until the weather moderates. St. Louis is the 
earliest large woo) market in the country, and 
when the wool season opens up it is felt here 
quicker than at any other point. Although 
the season is backward a very heavy 
clip is anticipated this year, and 
that this market will get a large 
part of it seems an assured fact. Wool grow- 
ers are becoming acquainted with the advan- 
tages of this city asa point to market their 
wool and are turning their attentions this 
way. Every year witnesses an increase in the 
receipts, and, unless all signs fail, the 
amount of wool handled here the coming 
season will be far greater than any preceding 
year in the history of this market. Wool has 
commenced coming this way, and there is 


no telling where it will 28 The city is 
bound to become the rival of Boston in this 
line ot trade. It has every advantage in its 
favor, and all it requires is that the wool 
growers should be made acquainted with the 
fact. They are learning the value of the 
market and its future is established beyond 
question. The cash system with its quick re- 
turns, low commissions and charges in vogue 
here are certain to swing a large part of the 
wool trade of the country to St. Louis. Wool 
growers like everybody else are bound to go 
where they can dg best.

of A. E. Hart & Co. gave an example of the 
rapidity with which sales are made here. 
Tyne other day. he remarked, I received 
5,000 pounds of wool and while unloading it 
from the wagon I opened a sack at the re- 
quest of a buyer who came along and he said 
he would take the whole lot and I sold it to 
him right there before the wool had been 
placed in my store at all. The shipper re- 
ceived his money immediately. That isa 
specimen of sales Which are common here, 
but which it would be impossibie to make at 
any other market in the world. In other 
markets they would want the wool all assort- 
ed out and would examine every particle of it 
before makingthe purchase. Ifa shipper ad- 
vises a commission man here to sell his woolon 
arrival, the sale can be made within twenty- 
four hours, the woel weighed aud returns 
made. That is the way business is done 
here. 

‘*‘Why can sales be made here so quickly?“ 
Mr. Hart was asked. 

‘*Because,’’ he replied, the woolen deal- 
ers here are composed of men who control a 
great deal of capital, and they are always 
willing to invest it in wool, even if they do 
not see a great profitin it. This is a great ad- 
vantage tothe commission man and brings 
much wool to this market. Another thing that 
helps us is that the wool commission men of 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and other 
places do not look after the interests of 
their customers as closely us they do 
here. If a mun ships to St. Louis 
he knows that his wool will be sold immedi- 
ately and that he will get whatever the mar- 
ket price for it ls at the time. At other cities 
itis different. Ifthe market is going up with 
every indication of a further advance the 
merchant telegraphs the shipper that he has 
sold his wool, andthe shipper receives the 
market price, whatever it happensto be at 
the time. The wool is not sold, however, but 
the merchant holds on to it toriarger returns, 
which the advancing market will bring him. 
If, however, the market is going down When 
the wool is received the merchant 
holds onto the shipment until bottom prices 
ure reached before he telegraphs that he bas 
soldit. Thus a falling market brings to the 
shipper loss in those markets and a rising 
market brings to him no gain. He merely 
gets the market price, whatever it may be, at 
the time the market commences going up 
and the merchant reaps the benefit of the ad- 
vance. Before the shippers to those markets 
know what their returns will be the mer- 
chants induce them to make ex- 
tensive purchases of various articles and 
probably inthe end they will receive little 
for their wool and realize that they have 
spent beyond their means. At this market 
this does not occur. Wool being sold im- 
mediately upon arrival, the shipper knows 
what his returns will be and can buy accord- 
ingly. As aresult of the methods of doing 
business in Boston the wool men there are 
nearly all millionaires. You never find a mil- 
lionaire among the woo! men here. 

How is the wool clip?’’ was asked of

of 8. Blenenstok & Co. 

„»The shearing in some sections has be- 
gun, he remarked, and some Utah wools 
which bave arrived in this market look very 
fairly. The wool is in better condition than 
the previous clip.“ 

Is there any demand for wools?“' 

**T here is a bitter feeling all around on ac- 
count of the general impression that the Mc- 
Kinley bill will pass Congress. The worsted 
bill,which has already passed and only awaits 
the President’s signature, has already had 
ite effect, asthe worsted goods manufactur- 
ers ars now looking around lively and pick- 
ing up wool by the lot. Manu- 
facturers who were holding out are 
now laying in a stock ahead instead of buying 
from hand to mouth as they were doing. This 
has stimulated the market and wools are sell- 
ing freely. We look in general for a good, 
healthy market this year. The Imports of 
manufactured goods will not be so large and 
the growers will be benefited. Even if the 
price is no higher wools will sell more freely 
and shippers will save insurance, storage and 
other charges with which they are taxed when 
the market is dull and their wools haye to be 
held for some time. The speculators 
have all been chanved from bears to buils 
and a great many Western manufacturers 
have come into this market in search of wool. 
Some of these manufacturers have made 
propositions to buy certain grades ahead, but, 
of course, we will not sell anything to them 
except what is now in the stores, and for this 
stock they must pay full value.’’ 

Will prices wo higher?’’ 

**I think woois will do better, but we never 
hold the article except when instructed to do 
80. Otherwise, we sell as soon as we can find 
a customer atthe ruling market price. Two 
weeks ago wools of certain grades were 
offered manufacturers at prices which they 
would not pay. Nowthey are ready to take 
all wool offered them at those prices. They 
cannot get it, however, for the same price. 
In several instances lately wool has brought 
from 42 cent to 2 cents more than for what it 
sold a month ago.“ 

**What caused the late depression in wool?’’ 

That the great depression was not caused 
by the West, as this section had practically 
sold outearly in the season and the small 
amount of woal left in it could * have 
been disposed of fu the Northern and Western 
manufacturers who look to the markets of 
the West for their supply. The dealers of the 
seaboard towns, however, rushed around to 
consumers with the selfish motive of 
trying to depress the market. They 
had some very good reasons for 
their actions, too, as the manufacturers 
did not have very fattering sales of heavy 
goods. Then a great deal of imported wools 
were brought into the country ander one 
pretext or another at less than their real 
value. Despite the fact that these imported 
wools had been permitted to enter the coun- 
tryin that manner, there would not have 
been such depression in prices as there was 
had not the Eastern dealers and speculators 
sought to depress the market by selling all 
the old woolson hand so as to keep down 
prices to enable them to buy inthe large new 
clip at a very low cost and afterward bold it 
for a heavy advance. 


MR, CHAS. J. HOGAN . 
of the Hogan Commission Co. stated that the 
cold, rainy weather hdd greatiy retarded 
shearing, *‘‘ ** be remarked, ‘‘wool has 
come in generally in smal! lots, but there is 
much more arriving now than there was a few 
weeks ago. Of course the wool-grow- 
ere do care to shear their sheep 
in this Amd of weather, as it is ex- 
treme!) dangerous to the animals.

J. Haynes & Co. All grades are selling but 
preference is shown for medium wools of 
which there is not enough arriving to supply 
the wants of near-by ries. uyers Will 
manifest more interest in fine wools when re- 
ceipts become of sufficient magnitude to 
make it an object to look after them. 
As yet prices for such wools 
only nowloal with the majority of Western 
and Southwestern growers it is no longer a 
question of where to ship to, but whether to 
sell at home or ship to St. uls, 
and we are glad to know that they have found 
from actual experience that if pays to ship 
and get the benefit of competition in a market 
where, in addition tothe large local houses 
that make a Specialty of wool, we have repre- 
sentatives during the season from every man- 
ufacturing district in the country.’’ 


mission Co. said: The strong undertone 
noted in last week’s report still eontinues 
without, however, any hardening in values. 
While speculative buyers are still briskly 
at work on bright staple wovls there 
is a falling off to some extent in 
mill orders, whieh are coming in more 
slowly, manutacturers baving evidently 
decided to operate cautiously as yet. On ac- 
count of the heavy raing that have prevailed 
throughout the saath and southwest since the 
latter part of April, but little wool is arriving, 
the country rouds being in very bad condition; 
tbe rains are having a good effect upon the 
condition of the woolg however, rendering 
them clean and sightly and materially renuc- 
ing shrinkages.

LEARNING TO READ, 


A New System of Tuition Under Which 
Children Learn te Read Rapidly. 


An attempt is being made to introduce into 
the St. Louis public schools a new system of 
teaching young chiidren to read, The plan 
has been explained by Supt. Long to several 
of the teachers and exhibitions of the method 
are being made in different schools. 

The new system is one discovered by Miss 
Rebecca S. Pollard of Fort Madison, 10. „ and 


‘was first introduced about five years ago into 
the Des Moines schools, and then through the 
patie schools of lowa, Nebraska and parts of 
sansas, Minnesota and now into Missouri. It 
is meeting with great success, and has been 
received with favor thus farin St. Louls, and 
more especially so in East St. Louls. It is ex- 
plained and taught in the public schools 
in this city by Miss May Swanson of 
Muscatine, lo., who yesterday gave 
the following explanation of the 
method. This new system is the called 
the Pollard synthetic method and the basis 
is phonic. In the beginning when the teacher 
takes a class of little ones to teach them to 
read they are prepared for thé method by 
being taught to repeat all of the different 
sounds in nature with which children are 
familiar before they are two years old. Asa 
little baby beginning to lisp words will say 
‘‘baa’’ when it sees @ Jamb and tries to 
show that he is thinking ofa lamb, so a cbild 
learning his letters by this new system is 
taught to associate every letter with 
SOME SOUND IN NATURE. | 

The sounds are learned by stories abont 
natural sounds, as if nature was put into 
type. For instance, the letter A is like the 
lamb or the letter B is associated with the 
buzzing of a bee, the letter G with the croak- 
img of a frog im a pond, and 80 on. 

The children are interested in the beginning 
and learning their letters and to read is not 
suchadry, drudging task as it is under the 
old plan. They learn by this system befofe 
they know that they are being taught to 
read. The laws governing the changes 
of sound are taught through little 
songs, rhymes and verses. Instead of taking 
one word as in learning t@spell they take the 
letters that they know the sound of and build 
words around them. Then they are taught 
words by families just as they are faught the 
different animals belonging to s family in 
natural history, or plantain botany. Ali the 
words belonging to the h—a—t family with the 
samo sound are taught together, then all the 
different families having the vowel sound. 
After building up a family of words around a 
certain vowel sound shpilar families are built 
around other vowels. The first lessons are 
called the developing lessons. 

Of course it is easy for little efiildren to as 
sociate letters with familiar sounds ip nature, 
and it is easy for them to learn

as there is nothing abstract about it, and it is 
even fascinating. The child becomes inde- 
pendent through these principles, and is able 
to mark the sounds of letters before it knows 
Inthe old system it 
could read before it kaew the sounds of the 
letters intelligently. Thus by the new system 
the eye, the voice, the ear, the hand and mind 
are systematically trained at the same time. 
The children thus trained in each faculty are 
able to begin with simple words and to go to 
onger words as easily as they conquered the 
etter and words of one syllable.

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THE BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS 
ASK $750,000 FOR SETTLING BASINS, 


Chairman Murphy of the Work House Com- 
mittee Replies to the Statements Made 
Concerning That Institution by the Char- 
ity Board—The Public Lighting Commit- 
tee—City Hall Notes. 


The Board of Public Improvements held an 
important meeting this morning with acting 
President McMath in the chair. The plans 
for the six settling basins to be constructed 
at the new low-service station at the 
Chain of Rocks were submitted by Water 
Commissioner Holman and approved by 
the board, and an ordinance was also pre- 
pared and sent to he Assembly appropriat- 
ing $750,000 for this work. The estimate of the 
total cost is greatly in excess of this amount 
and other appropriations will accordingly 
have to be made before the work is com- 


, pleted. When the ordinance making the ap- 


propriation is passed the contracts will be let 
to the lowest bidders. 


The plans of the St. Lovis Automatic Re- 


frigerator Co. for ite pipe line connecting its 


works at Second and Walnut streets with ne 
Southern Hotel were approved. This 
company secured a permit from 


Mayor Noonan several weeks ago, authoriz- 
ing it to lay the pen Pee the passage of 
an ordinance, A bond was given to save the 
city from damages that might result. The 
company proposes to run cold air through 
pipes in the summer season for lowering the 
temperature in theaters, churchesand busi- 
ness houses. 


Why Shackles Are Used. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy who is also 
Chairman of the Work-house Committee of 
the board tukes exception to the statements 
in that portion of the report of the Charity 


Commissioners which reflects to some extent 
on the management of that institution. 
Speaking of the report to-day he said: 

In the excellent report made by the Com- 
missioners there are one or two items regard- 
ing the management of the Work-house that I 
think need explanation. The first is that re- 
lating to the infirmary and hospital quarters. 
The Building Committee of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, of which Commissioner 
Klemm is chairman, recommended nearly 
a year ago tliat the sum of $5,500 
be appropriated for the extension of 
the male quarters some sixty feet and 
in the proposed plan it was intended to es- 
tablish the infirmary on the west corner of 
the extension. The Municipal Assembly 
failed to allow the amount necessary for the 
improvement and the plans are stili in the 
hands of the building committee. The other 
matter, regarding the placing of shackles on 
prisoners, is one very difficult to regulate. 
To dispense with their use would result in a 
large loss annually to the city through the in- 
ability of the superintendent to use the pris- 
oners for grading purposes on the stroets. 
The practice now istosend about fifty men 
out each morning under the care of a 
foreman and five guards. Fifteen carts 
and mules are used with this number of men; 
sometimes the haul is several hundred yards 
from the excavation, and a guard is sent with 
the carta when they transport the dirt from 
one place to anotner. It would take ten guards 
to do the work now performed by five in each 
gang. Then againinthe quarry an average 
of 200 conv-cts are employed daily and five 
guurds are assigned to the duty of preventing 
theirescape. It would be necessary to increase 
this number to at least twelve without the ré- 
straining influence of the shackles. It would 
cost the city in salaries for guards alone fully 
$6,000 per annum additional. The discipline 
of the institution could not possibly be main- 
tained without the use ofthe shackles. Many 
of the convicts are State prisoners and should 
beinthe Penitentiary. The Superintendent 
andthe Board of Public Improvements use 
their discretion in placing shackles on prison- 
ers. Many of thosein the institution are per- 
mitted to go without them. Those sent down 
for winor offensesand who are not vicious, 
but simply unfortunate, are not shackled. 
The burglars, thieves, thugs, wife beaters 
and others of this class are shackled, but no 
ball is used even on the most unruly. A man 
was sent down a few days ago on a year’s 
sentence for assaulting a child, an offense 
thatin some States carries with it the death 
penalty. If l had my way! would put a ball 
and chain around his neck as well as around 
his ankles.’’ 


Public Lighting. 


The Public Lighting Committee of the Board 
of Public Improvements met this morning 
and gave some attention toa grievance pre- 
sented by the Municipal Electric Lighting Co. 


Under the youchers recently given the com- 
pany on its contracts the twenty or more 
lights onthe City Hospital grounds and the 
W ater-works reservation were classed 
as public building lights for which the com- 
pany receives but $51 a yer, while 874. 95 is 
allowed for street lights, and the company’s 
representative argued that the lights on these 
grounds were not under roofs and therefore 
could not be considered building llahts. The 
committee promised to consider the matter. 

The committee will request the company to 
make a change in its present schedule for 
turning the lights on and off. At present the 
currents are turned in the wires forty-five 
minutes after sunsetand discontinuad thirty 
minutes betore sunrise. The committee fa- 
vots turning the light on thirty minutes after 
sunset and off at ferty-five minutes before 
sunrise. 


The 90-Cent Gas Ordinance. 


City Counselor Bell will go to Jefferson City

Will then decide whether it will take jurisdic-

PREPARING FOR THE DALLAS FAIR. 

A representative of the Posr-DISPATCH 
called upon Gov. Ross, who was found in 
company with Col. A. H. Belo, In reply.to a 
question Gov. Rosse sald: The object of our 
trip is to make arrangements for the State 
Fair and Exposition at Dallas, to be opened 
this summer. We wish to make it the 
grandest Exposition ever held in the State, 
and shall invite a number of distinguished 


public men to attend. We will only remain in 
St. Louis for a few bours, leaving on the 
evening train for New York. There we will 
call upom ex President Cleveland and invite 
him to deliver the opening address at the 
fair, which we have every ho that be will 
consenttodo. A number of other eminent 
men will also be invited, but I am not pre- 
pared to give their names, as the list bas not 
yet been fully determined upon.’’ 

‘*What is the industrial condition of Texas 
at the present time“ 

Never in its history has it been so prosper- 
ous. During the past decade the State has 
been increasing very rapidly in population, 
but the growth within the past three years has 
been something phenomenal. It is not con- 
fined to the cities, as was 8 the case, 
but extende ail over the agricuitural and 

razing districts. The crops for this year have 

en the best known. Grainof all kinds bas 
been excellent, but the great advance has 
been in the cotton crop. In many of the cotton 
States tne crop was by no means good, but in 
Texas it was the beat ever known. Conserva- 
tive estimates place its value at $90,000,000, 
over $20,000,000 above that of previous years. 

OUR TOTAL AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS 
will this year exceed $130,000,000. As to popu- 
lation, when the new apportionment is made 
we expect to increase from ten to seventeen 
or eighteen Congressmen. I believe that 
Texas will show the largest proportional in- 
crease of any State in the Union. Foratime 
Kansas outstripped us, but in my opinion the 
last few years have more than made this up. 
A remarkable change may be looked for in the 
wheat beit within a short time. Gov. Ross 
went on to say. ‘‘We used to think that there 
was only a comparatively small areain the 
central part of the State, including about 
twenty-six counties, in which wheat could be 
profitably raised. Except during phe- 
nomenal years we eould not raise 
enough wheat for our own consumption, 
and the milis had to buy muchof their grain 
in the North. Recent developments, however, 
have proved that the Pan Handle, which until 
a shorttime age was little better than a wilder 
ness, over which a few cattle roamed, is the 
best wheat district in the State, and one of the 
best in the country. There are forty counties 
which will be added to the wheat beit. 
NO DANGER OF OVER-CROWDING. 

What will * do with the cattle that will 
be driven out?’’ 

‘‘lam glad you asked that question, as it 
gives me an opportunity of expiaining in a 
clear manner, just what Texas is capable of. 
We can take care of every head of cattie in 
our borders, and have plenty of room to 
spare. Very few people, even natives of 
Texas, realize the size of that State. It 
is easy to say that it contains 274, 

square miles, but not man 
appreciate what this means. I know that 
did not until recently. We have a larger area 
than the six New England States, New York, 
New Jersey, Deleware, M land, Penneyl- 
vyania, Ohio and Virginia combined. With 
this area there is no question of not having 
enough room for everything.’’ 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

„„Is the large emigration changing the 
political aspect of the State at all?“ 

Strange to say, not in the least. We have 
immigrants from all parts of the country, 
but whatever their, former affiliations, 
all seem soon to become Democrats. 
I don’t ow what it is, there 
must be something in the climate that does tt, 
for Republicans are in no way ata disadvant- 
age, either commercially or socialiy. The 
Mayor of Austin, the capital of the State, is a 
Republican. In closing Il may mention that a 
short time ago the first sh Ip load of corn was 
sent from Galveston to Europe. Texas has 
the friendliest feeling for St. Louis, this city 
being the natural base of supplies for a larue 
portion of the State, and our prosperity must 
react upon this city.’’

Indians, Doctors Favor Abandoning the 
Practice of Vaccination. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 15.—The subject of 
vaccination was discussed at great length by 
the homeopathists at their meeting yesterday, 
the subject being introduced by Dr. Baker of 
Terre Haute. Dr. Baker maintained that 
there were as many evil as good results from 


vaccination and hé did not know but what it 
would be wise to abandon the practice al- 

together. Many of the physicians concurred 
in Dr. Baker’s opinions. Dr. S. W. Sawyer of 
Kokomo, said he had seen cancers that un- 
mistakably came from vaccination. The 
doctor said he had made a careful study of 
the subject and had discovered that the death 
rate was larger where vaccination was resort- 
ed to than where it was not. The death rate 
from small-pox, heeaid, was larger now than 
ever before, notwithstanding the general re- 
sort to vaccination.

A BOY FATALLY SHOT BY A COMPANION 
WHILE HUNTING. 


— — 


Laying Out New Additions on the East Side 
of the River— Mayor Raney Declares To-

Late yesterday afternoon a 9- year-old son of 
Fred Lieber of 552 Collinsville avenue was 
shot in the back by Henry Kramer, aged 15 
years, and dangerously wounded. The shoot- 
ing, which is claimed to have been accidental, 
occurred at a slaughter- house in New 
Brighton owned by the injured 
boy’s father.

A COWARDLY BRUTE’S CRIME, 


William Moeller Fires a Load of Shot Into 
His Wife’s Back. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., May 16.—Early this 
morning Wm. Moeller, standing not more 
than six feet from his wife, discharged a load 
of shot into her back. The woman is in a 
critical condition. Moeller had beea drink-

ASSESSING TERMINALS. 


MEETING OF THE STATE BOARD OF EQUAL- 
IZATION IN THE CITY TO-DAY. 


Inspection of the Railroad Properties in St. 
Louis—Com position of the Board—How 
Its Work Is Accomplished—A Short Ses- 
siow and a Ride Around the Tewn on the 
Belt Lines. 


The State Board of Equalization met in the 
city to-day. The board is at work assessing 
the railroads of the State forthe purpose of 
taxation. For nearly two weeks it has been 
sitting at Jefferson City taking the testimony 
of officials aud others interested in the taxa- 
tions of the railroads of the State. Nearly all 
the tax commissioners of the railroads have 
been heard, and now the board has come to 
St. Louls to logk over the terminals of lines 
here with a view to their taxation. 

The board is composed of the Governor, Au- 
ditor Seibert, Attorney-General Wood, Secre- 
tary of State Lesueur and Treasurer Stenhens. 
The Governor is president and Auditor Seibert 

ig secretary. 

THE BOARD MET THIS MORNING 
fora few minutes with President of the St. 
Louis Board of Assessors John J. O’Brien in 
the Court House and then adjourned until 1 
o’clock. It Iunched at Faust’s by appoint- 
ment and was then driven to the Union Depot 


wherean engine and car were placed at its 
disposal by Samuel L. Hishleyman, tax com- 
missioner of the Missouri Pacific Railway. 

The board was carried all about the city and 
inspected the Dit god owned by the railroad 
companies and used by them for railroad pur- 
poses. Mr. O’Brien accompanied them, he 
being much interested in the board’s work. 
The property belonging to the rallroad com- 
panies is assessable in part by the city and in 
part by the State. All property used exclu- 
sively for railroad is assessable by the State 
Board of Equalization, while real estate not 
used for railroad is assessabie bythe city. The 
separation of these classes sometimes leads to 
conflict between the city board aud the State 
board. 

THE ROADS OWNING TERMINAL FACILITIES 

in St. Louis are the Missouri Pacific, the Ter- 
minal Association, the Wabash Railway and 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern. The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railway owns a 
great deal of property for terminal facilities, 
but has not applied it to tbat use 
as yet, so that such property is assessable 
as real estate by the city and the State board 
has nothing todo with it. The Merchants’ 
Bridge is acquiring terminal facilities, but as 
they did not own them prior to last June they 
are not assessable by the State board. 

When the board has completed its suryey of 
the terminal property that is taxabie, and has 
finished the taking of testimony :+in regard to 
ail railroad property in the State, it willi fix 
the total valuation of the railroads of the 
State for taxing purposes, figuring the value 
of terminal facilities into the value of rail- 
road companies owning them. ‘hese various 
totals wiil be divided by the number of miles 
of road owned by the separate companies, 
and the result will be ' 

TAXABLE VALUATION PER MILE 

of the roads. The assessingnts are not made 
op each mile of road and terminal facilities 
separately, but the assessment of each mile is 
the average of the whole value of the rail- 
way. , e 

Wnen the assessment is made it will be sub- 
ject to revision by the board sitting in Jeffer- 
son City, a proceeding always urged by the 
railway companies. Noneof the members of 
the board could this morning give any in- 
formation as to whether the assessments 
would be increased or not. The railroad 
representatives had been telling a very dark 
story, and they had not heard muon of the 
other side,

CAPTUBED BY THE STANDARD. 


The Chicago Gas Trust Under the Control of 
the Monopoly. 


CHICAGO, III., May 16.—Whether true or not, 
itis generally understood that the Chicago 
Gas Trust has passed under the control of the 
Standard Oj1 Co. or its tool, the United Gas 
A Improvement Co., and that the promoters 
ot the trust were dumped in the deal. The 
story told is the trust quarreled with the 
Standard regarding the price of crude petro- 
leum, which is the chief material used in the 
manufucture of gas, and refused to purchase 
further of the Standard. The latter's repre- 
sentatives, to regain the customer, bought all 
the trust stock on the market from 48% to 65, 
and have now got the control. 

When seenthe officers of the trust stock 
pool knew nothing of the deal, and were 
much concerned about the rumors. It is said 
big hoiders of trust stock have been selling 
short at 50. The stock is now 65, and indica- 
tions are it will go higher. If the stories are 
true the Standard has struck itrich. It has 
control of a large natural gas field within 
piping distance, and bas a pipe line from 

hio oil fields to South Chicago, where it is 
building a refinery.

TECTION OF THE SYSTEM- 


‘The Nasional League for the Protection - -of 
Ameéricap Instituticne—Ite Object to 
Realize the Absolute Separation of 
Church and State—Loegisiation and a 
Constitutional Amendment Proposed. 


Ry Telegrarh to the Post-lDrsraron. 

New Tonk, May 16.—The National League 
for the Protection of American Institutions is 
the title of anew and powerful organization, 
incorporated under the laws of this State. Its 
object is to thoroughly realize one of the most 
cherished ideas of the framers of the Amer- 

the absolute separation of 
churches and State, thereby to afford better 
protection to the public school system. The 
officers of the league are John Jay, President; 
James M. King, General Secretary, and its 
headquarters, rooms 43 and 44, No, 140 Nassau 
street. The Board of Managers is composed 
of the following named gentlemen: John Jay, 
George 8. Baker, Poter Donald, Clinton B. 
Fisk, Warner Var Norden, John D. Slayback, 
Wm. H. Parson, Peter Welch, A. J. D.Weder- 
meyer, James M. King, James McKeen, H. H. 
Boyesen, Churchill H. Outting, James M. 
Montgomery, Wm. Fellow, D. Morgan, Ohas. 
E. Whitehead, Alexander E. Orr, Manuel A. 
Kursheedt and F. P. Bellamy. ‘The first and 
most important step to be taken by the league 
is the presentation to Congress of this pro- 
posed sixteenth amendment to the National 
Constitution, which has been passed upon by 
the Law Committee, Messrs. Wm. Allen Butler, 
Dorman B. Eaton, Cephas Brainerd, Stephen 
A. Walkerand Henry E. Howland: 


No State shall pass any Jaw respecting an establish- 
ment ot religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or use the property or credit of any money 
raised by taxation, or authorize either to be used for 
the purpose of founding, maintaining or aiding by 
appropriation, payment for services, expenses or 
otherwige any church, religious denominat'@n or re- 
ligious Society or an institution, society or under- 
taking which is wholly or in part under sectarian or 
ecclesiastical control. 


LEGISLATIVE WORK. 


The legislative work of the League will nist ) 


be accomplished until two-thirds of the States 
have passed acts in accordance with the spirit 
of this amendment, when it will become 
mandatory with the others. When this com- 
plete separation of the interests of State Gov- 
ernment and religious bodies has tagen place, 


the League’s work will be to develop to the’ 


extent of its capacity all American institu- 
tions of learning, to promote public 
instruction in harmony with such insti- 
tutions, and to prevent all  secta- 
rian or denominational appropriation of 
public funds. Tothis end itis proposed to 
organize leagues in different communities 
and States throughout the country, and to 
extensively publish papers by the abiest 
writers on distinctively American institu- 
tions, In one of the documents which the 
league is sending to people likely to be inter- 
ested in such a movement, some detalls of its 
projects are given. 

We want no foreign school with doctrines, 
ideas and methods at variance with our con- 
stitutional principles, disturbing instead of 
conserviug the national harmony, and con- 
trolled by those who seek, by pervert- 
ing the infant mind of America, to 
use the American suffrage for the 
overthrow of American institutions. 
We insist on careful instruction in the funda- 
mental principles of American law, and the 
rigid exclusion of sectarian or denomina- 
tional teaching and attempts to proselytize so 
thatthe citizens of the different faiths may 
secure fortheir children, without fear of In- 
terference with their religious freedom, the 
unrivalled advantages of the public schools. 
It wonid seem hardly necessary to add that, 
in seeking to protect American institutions, 
it is not proposed to overlook the 
dangers that threaten them from 
the perversion of constiutional 
Government by machine politics, by 
oribery, electoral abuses, fraudulent natur- 
alization and any other form of political cor- 
ruption. Nor are we unmindful of the perils of 
an unrestricted immigration, which permits 
foreign governments, aided by mercenary 
shippers, to transfer to our ehores the dregs 
ofthe populations representing the lowest 
forms of iliiteracy, beggary and crime, impos- 
ing new burdens on our laboring classes and 
serving unscrupulous politicians for the most 
unworthy purposes. 

DETAILS OF THE PROJECT. 

From the offices of the League pamphiets 
setting forth the detalis of its project are be- 
ing sent to 10,000 of the leading jurists, legis- 
lators, editors, clergymen and educators of 
the different States, with requests for their 
support and expressions of opinion. By this 
means the officers of the League are confident 
of appearing before Congress, at the opening 
of the next session, with such powerful sup- 
port that practically only the formality of a 
vote on the proposed amendment will remaln 
to make it a part of tne Constitu 
tion. The laws of several States 
already contain provisions against 
the violation of religious freedom, and the 
sectarian appropriation of public moneys, but 
only a national provision can set the question 
atrestand prohibit the course in vogue in 
other States, which operates with much detri- 
ment to the public schools. It is called to the 
minds of those appealed to, that a similar 
amendment proposed by President Grant was 
introduced by James G. Blaine in the House of 
Representatives December 14, 1875, approved 
by a vote of 180 yeas to 7 nays, but lost In the 
Senate for lack of a two-thirds majority, the 
vote being 28 to 16. Both the Democratic and 
Republican parties have given pledges to the 
American people on this subject.

New York, May 16.—All doubt that young 
„Bob““ Wallace and not Leslie E. MacLeod 
was the thief who rifled Editor John H. Wal- 
_ lace’s safe deposit box of $850,000 in stocks 
and bonds, aftcr having stolen $18,000 in cash 
on checks drawn against Editor Waliace, 
was, according tothe Herald of to-day, re: 
moved yesterday when MacLeod was dis- 
charged in the Tombs Police Court for lack of 
evidence to show that he had been near the 
safe deposit vault recently. From what was 
found out yesterday about I. B. Lowitz, alias 
J.D. Lewis, who accompanied young Wal- 
lace in bia flight to Cuba on the steamer Sara- 
toga, it became still more evident that Lo- 
witz planned the robbery and persuaded, if 
he did not intimidate, the lad to commit it. 
Last year, continues the Herald, he 
was arrested in Brooklyn charged with swind- 
ling, and indicted for grand larceny. He was 
acquitted, but the trial bronght out very 
many damaging facts against him. Ignatius 
B. Lowitz is about 80 years old. He is a son of 
John B. Lowitz, a well known importer of 
dress trimmings in Spring street, this city, 
who died several years ago.

**crooked’’ was charged against him until 
last summer, although he spent money so 
freely at times when it was known he had lost 
heavily on the races that some suspicions 
were aroused. In June, 1889, he was accused 
py Herbert W. Clapp of Clapp Bros., grocers 
at No. 979 Fulton street, Brooklyn, of 
ewindling him out of $5,795 by worthless 
checks. S8. B. Jones, a retired dry 
goods merchant of Brooklyn, also 
claimed to have been swindled out of $3,900 


in cash and nearly $8,000 in goods by Lowitz. 
Lowitz was then living in a fashionable board- 
ing house in Brooklyn. He was arrested and 
held in bail to answer Mr, Clapp's charge. 
Lowitz explained that he and Clapp had been 
partners in betting on the races and that their 
transactions had 
AGGREGATED $125,000 

during the season. They had been in the 
habit of exchanging checke, and Clapp had 
made the charge out of apite because they had 
Gisagreed. He claimed that the money in 
dispute was Clapp’s share of their mutual 
losses. One Grand-jury failed to indict 
Lowitz, but another indicted him for grand 
Jarceny. About the same time he was 
sued jointly with Clapp by John W. and Wes- 
ley L. Block, diamond dealers of Maiden lane, 
on a note for $2,400 indorsed by Clapp. Ciapp 
said he had never seen the note, buta jury 
rendered judgment against him. His next 
exploit was at a fashionable hotel in Babylon, 
L. I., where he sporteda fine rig, which he 
said belonged to him. He was short of funds 
one day and disposed of the entire outfitto a 
guest at the hotel who lived in Brooklyn. A 
few days later a man appeared and ciaimed 
the rig as his property and also threatened to 
have witz arrested. Friends of the swind- 
ler settled the matter. Lowitz was tried 
for grand larceny on Cla — p’s charge before 
Judge Cullen in the Brooklyn Court of Oyer 
and Terminer on February 2 of this year. He 
told the story of his race-betting partnership 
with Clapp and was acquitted. No case was 
made against him by Mr. Jones. About this 
time it was reported that Lowitz had been 
ilted by a young lady of good family on the 

ili in Brooklyh. The diamonds obtained 
from Block Bros. were said to have gone to 
her. Some time afterward Lowitz was exam- 
ined In the 8 ogg mage ol! proceedings and 
swore he had no property. He was next 
heard of asa touter for the small booking 
concern called ‘‘Windom & Co.“ Lowitz is 
thought to have induced young Bob Wallace 
to put the firet of the money stolen from Ed- 
itor Wallace,

They certainly played the races“ in part. 
nership. Lowitz, it is thought, got young 
Bob to ‘‘back’’ bogus ‘‘books, „that lo, to 
put up money which was declared lost by Lo- 
witz, who pocketed it himself.

Lynch then came by and took 
the dog from Ryan’s arms saying 
that he wanted to see its teeth. An instant 
later the little animal, mwoaning with pain 
was drepped on the sidewalk. There were 
two long wounds in its side. These wounds 
were examined by several witnesses who 
swore positively that they could have been 
inflicted only with a knife. Judge Cady said 
the case was one of the most revolting he had 
ever heard.
